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A NEW POLICY: 1961 


_The publication explosion has caught up with us. In the first four months of this year 
we have reviewed 96 more juveniles than in the same period last year. We cannot sus- 
tain this pace of additional reading, writing - and arithmetic! A careful study of 
our current policy of almost complete coverage of material reaching us has forced us 


to arrive at the following conclusions - of special concern to those using the Juvenile 
Supplement. 


1) With the exception of material which demands examination of finished books (or 
unbound sheets) for adequate appraisal, we are going to hold firmly to our policy of 
reviewing only those books that reach us in galley proof approximately two months 
ahead of publication. 


2) We shall continue to review Picture Books — and books done by processes that pre- 
clude the possibility of galley proof- closer to publication date, but would be 
grateful for review copies as early as physically possible. We appreciate the import- 
ance of format for adequate assessment of value. 


3) In the case of Series titles, we have hitherto followed the policy of treating 
each addition on the basis of an individual book. Beginning with this bulletin, 
additions to established series will be simply listed. Jf, however, we are notified 
in advance that a particular title is outside the predictable area and demands special 
handling, exception will be made...New series will be introduced, defined in scope, 
and the first two groups of titles will be covered individually as in the past. 


4) Where an author, over the years, has done a standard brand of book, additions to 
the list will be handled briefly, with focus on scope and value rather than on story 
Line. 


We regret any inconvenience this may impose on our. subscribers, but sincerely feel 
that if pressure is taken off in this way, it will be possible to continue to give 
the kind of service that you depend on us to provide.

Despite the intellectual demands of school life in Stockholm, Eva not only toed the mark, 
but,with her agile mind, could nullify the sarcasm of even the most hostile professor by 
applying knowledge, charm and self-composure. The violence’ of a sudden automobile crash 
killing one member of her foursome causes Eva to reaffirm the miracle of her own "alive- 
ness" while it has an opposite effect on her closest friend. The coming of Spring brings 
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David Wahlstrom into her-life, a most opportune time for meeting a wonderful young 
man. But the season becomes cold and faded at its very height when David mysteriously 
discontinues the relationship.

3) In the case of Series, we have followed the policy of treating each addition as an 
individual title. Beginning with this bulletin- June ist- series additions will be 
simply listed. If we are notified in advance that a particular addition is outside 

the expected area and demands special handling, exceptions will be made....New series 
will be introduced, defined in scope, and the first group of books covered individually 
as in the past. 


4) We shall continue to review books for small children in finished form, close to 
publication date if this proves necessary. We appreciate the importance of format for 
appraisal. We regret any inconvenience this may impose on our subscribers and assure 
you that where exceptions are in order we will be flexible in applying the new policy 
Our. sincere desire is to give you the best service it is humanly possible to give.

With Algeria today a hostile land in which the natives and the French - who have 
been there for 125 years - are torn by dissension, this picture of the Vermorel family, and 
of how they converted raw and unproductive acres into acres successfully bearing a harvest 
of wine grapes makes absorbing reading. The earlier settlers were idealists, willing to 
cope with murdering tribes, with drought and plague and locusts and disease; but the Red 
Fountain would not have survived had it not been for Francesca, the Spanish wife of Simon, 
who died at the hands of the attacking Arabs. Francesca was a dictator, a matriarch of 
the old order, dedicated to the land and demanding sacrifice of her sons and daughters.

THE YOUNG DOGS $4.50 


A rather hopelessly realistic novel- in translation from the French by Tony 
White- spends a weekend in a small t.b. sanatorium for adolescent boys and young men 
where death is more real, life more pointless, and sex more urgent than in the world 
to which many of them will never return. During the three day interval, Villeneuve, 
somewhat older, an ex-Macquiard, has the relapse which will prove fatal; the three 
intellectuals, spoon fed by Sartre and Camus, fight their private demons-- Richier, 
wretched over his impotence, attempts to negate it with the matron, an old woman; 
Alvarez tries to summon up the courage to commit suicide; Marsan attends Villeneuve. 
There are others as well; Metadier, the new boy, submitted to a cruel, sexual initia- 
tion; the three Corsicans who cut loose; Doctor Lenoble, himself reprieved from the 
disease which had taken his wife; etc., etc.,and over and above the morbidity of the 
disease, there is the dispiriting moral climate of a young-old postwar generation... 
As such, it is clinical, literal, unsentimental,-forbidding virtues more apt to ensure 
respect rather than liking (or in some cases, approval).

THE HORNS OF FEAR $3.95 


Translated from the Spanish, this novel is a realistic account of a small 
town Spanish fiesta and its corrida. The town is squalid and noisy; its bull ring a 
ring of carts drawn up in the town square; and the fiesta chiefly a haphazard brawl. 
Into this untidy stage setting, Rafa, a young torero too poor for a university educa- 
tion, and hoping for a career in the ring, comes for his first bullfight. With him 
is his assistant, Aceituno, a failure and a frightened man. These two talk over their 
fears and hopes in their shabby hotel room; outside some of the townspeople reveal 
their relationships. The bullfight, after this wait, is at first also an anticlimax- 
but finally the inexperienced bull hideously gores and kills the inexperienced Rafa, 
and Aceituno, in a passion of terror and grief, kills the bull with superb skill and 
is promised the career he no longer cares much about... There is a magnificent ugliness 
and irony in these latter scenes- and the book has a harsh realism- the people and ani- 
mals remarkably alike in their ferocity, actions and resignation to a climactic day.

THE GREAT FORTUNE $3.95 


Olivia Manning's first novel on this list (A Different Face; The Doves of 
Venus- Abelard-Schuman) has received high praise in England, and there is no question 
that she is a writer with admirable virtues- notably intellect, irony and acuity. While 
these are more austere than comfortable qualities, they still assure respect for her 
talent. Her new book is set in Bucharest, during the increasingly uneasy months of 
1939 and 1940 when Rumania was poised between the German and the Russian danger, and 
had its own internal ills- the hatred of the King and the Iron Guard, more Nazi than 
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the Nazis Guy Pringle has been teaching there at the University, and returns with 
Harriet, his new bride. While Guy is an imperturbable, immature, gregarious sort, Harriet 
is far more sensitive, aware and anxious. Alien to begin with, she often finds herself 
alone and she is generally distrustful of their small circle of acquaintances, and in 
particular of Sophie, who had wanted to marry Guy. There are several fine characteriza- 
tions: Inchcape, Guy's superior; Sophie; in particular Prince Yakimov, a professional 
Scrounger and a "mollusc on the hull of iife"; there are many remarkable scenes, from the 
life of the city at large to the isolated English colony which finds escape, and a certain 
solidarity together in these last dreadful days of Dunkirk and the fall of France. If the 
future is even more uncertain (and Harriet has not altogether reconciled her resentment of 
Guy), still the "great fortune" she recognizes is to "have preserved life and hope".... 
While more severe, and less sympathetic, this suggests a market comparable to Mary

THE SECRET GIFT $4.50 


When Arne Hildebrand's father marries for the second time, Arne, 23, agrees to 
make the extra effort to reach his difficult and enigmatic step-sister, Clementine Norman 


who, at 12, is a problem both at home and at school. The first part of this well-meaning 
but terribly obvious novel, by a husband and wife team, is devoted to the demonstration of 
the change in Clem's character when she responds to a person who is genuinely interested 

in her for her own sake. But Arne too has his problems: crippled in an automobile accident, 
he has always been over-protected by his father and he's desperate to prove that he can make 
it on his ow. Part II describes Arne's search for himself, in New York, over a period of 
years and his eventual return to his home town of St. Louis after an operation has made it 
possible for him to walk again. By this time Clem has a different set of problems that 
require Arne's attention: too involved with a duck-tailed, high school musician, she has 
forgotten the kind of worthwhile precepts that Arne was able to make real for her. Event- 
ually, after a suitable number of crises, it becomes apparent that Arne and Clem are most 
truly themselves with each other and their future together is hopeful.

HEAR ME, PILATE $4.95 


This comes closer to Bold Galilean (Univ. of N. Ca. - 1948) than to anything 
else Blythe has written. He again provides a portrait of a period- that of the Crucifi- 
xion- and of the unwanted Romans stationed in a remote and unpopular outpost of a vast 
empire. His story centers on Claudia, beautiful and somewhat feared granddaughter of the 
self-exiled Tiberius, married for convenience to Pontius Pilate; and on her lover, the 
Centurion Longinus, assigned to spy on Herod, Pilate - and Claudia, for the powerful Sejan- 
us in Rome. It is a cynical tale of leering acceptance of immorality, so long as the pock- 
etbook is not affected - and one has neither respect nor liking for any of the principals 
in the story. The gradual awareness of the widening concern of the Jews with the new 
spiritual leaders, first John the Baptist (the grim scene of his death which was a highlight 
in 3cld Galilean is again dramatized here), then Jesus of Nazareth, impinges only peripheral- 
ly on Claudia and Longinus, until Claudia's disturbing dreams at the time when Jesus is 
brought before Pilate and Longinus is assigned to the execution detail make them part of 
the final scene. But at no moment in the novel is the reader moved. The long passages of 
philosophical analysis as Cornelius, a fellow officer, attempts to persuade Longinus to e 
give due regard to Jesus, his teachings and his miracles- and Longinus refuses- seem simply 
rhetorical exercises. A somewhat cheap attempt to modernize a story that needs no such 
handling.

THE STRANGER IN A STRANGE LAND $4.50 


A kingsized projection is NOT science fiction although there are certain 
elements in its substructure which are used as a means of satirizing contemporary ci- 
vilization. Valentine Michael Smith, the man from Mars and the only survivor of an 
earlier visitation, is brought down to earth and kept under wraps in a government 
hospital. Knowing that official intentions are not the best, nurse Jill helps to 
smuggle him out, places him in the custody of a fabulous figure, Jubal Harshaw, a 
man of many degrees, unorthodox opinions and capabilities. There Mike, at first a 
wistful innocent, learns to understand man, and eventually organizes his own utopian 
Martian society which offers truth rather than blind faith. It all affords a lampoon 
of the world as it is, a contrast with what it might be, and a sprawling vehicle of 
pinpricking ideas and harum scarum activities.

THE BLACK, THE GRAY, AND THE GOLD $4.95 


A first novel makes the fictional most of an actual incident- the dismissal 
of some 90 cadets from West Point in 1951, which is also the time here. Along with 
the built-in drama of the episode, this is an informed institutional look (Ford went 
to West Point) at the aristocracy of the Army, its impregnable tradition- or is it a 
system-, and much of the courage and gratuitous cruelty (the hazings, crawlings, etc.) 
it has bred. The book opens here with the day that 112 cadets will be interrogated on 
a charge of cheating- a violator of the Honor Code, which has had the tacit approval 
of the authorities ever since it had been necessary to provide a winning football team. 
Colonel Philipbar has ordered the investigation, and chosen Major George Landseer, 
newly arrived at the Point, to serve on the board. A good deal of the tension here 
results from an old enmity- Philipbar's jealousy of Landseer (Philipbar's wife had been 
in love with Landseer as a girl, and had married him only to secure a father for Land- 
seer's child), and Landseer's earlier victimization by Philipbar and his obedience to 
the Honor Code, now under question, which had made a broken man of him for life. As 
the investigation proceeds, and there are many close to both of them involved (the 
cadet Philipbar's daughter loves; Adam Philipbar- actually Landseer's son; etc. ), 
Landseer comes to the defense of the boys who are less guilty than the authorities, 
learns that the Academy must be served first- justice second... While perhaps not on 
the closest terms with literature, there are strong story values here; the characteri- 
zation, while not subtle, is tempered; and it is a book which has many popular salients. 
As such, it may not be as well remembered as End as a Man, but, with the publisher's 
endorsement, it may be more widely read now. (LC: 61-9508)

* Gwyn Griffin's most ambitious book to date is also his most likely to suc- 
ceed, and,while there are many points of recognition with By The North Gate, Something 
of an Achievement (the telltale stigmata of disappointment and defeat, the nasty dis- 
tinctions of race and class, of xenophobic prejudice, in those he characterizes), this 
book reaches an unprecedented power in its lashing sequences of violence at sea. The 
vessel is the San Roque, making the run from Naples to Australia, where many aboard 
her are looking for a new life. And its Chief Officer is Serafino Ciccolanti, too young 
for the post, rather bitterly resigned to the improvident family he must support, his 
insignificant beginnings, and the maimed foot with which he limps through life. Aboard 
her are a rather scruffy lot: a stateless countess whose era ended in 1914; an Ex-Navy 
officer, Lannfranc, "prematurely" retired; a Colonel hagridden by his sister and his 
poor showing during the war; a schoolmistress avid for young men; etc., etc.,as well 
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as a belligerent group of British and Italian migrants below. There are many unfortunate 
incidents to follow, which Serafino must handle after the Captain's unnecessary death 

places him in command. But it is not until the ship hits a cyclone that he is really => 
challenged by more than the storm; Lannfranc tries. to assume command; some of the passengers 
leave- inevitably to their death- in the lifeboats; and Serafino, at first sullenly, sub- 
missively, then with passionate dedication, brings his ship into port....A strong, some- 

times brutal, often brilliant book, with an unquestionable excitement. Publisher promotion 
should help.

An English novel by a young author of many talents which triumphs over a well- 
worn plot chiefly by the earnest reality of its writing and background. Margaret, the 
narrator, is the somewhat withdrawn, educated daughter of a Yorkshire miner, who meets a 
married man, Howarth, at her brother's local university and lets herself be drawn into 
an affair. Margaret later runs off to London with him, thinking that Howarth is planning 
to divorce his wife. Both the people and the situation are obviously banal and the book's 
virtue is that it makes this banality real in a peculiarly painful way. The passion that 
Howarth and Margaret finally achieve is the touching and profoundly physical meeting of two 
half-people who need each other but are ultimately defeated by the situation and by their 
own lacunae. Howarth, predictably, after endless discussions- "Is love enough justification?"- 
gives up and goes back to his wife and, like all weak men, leaves Margaret with only a final 
ietter.

This Imperial edict to the Japanese 
Army and Navy is the basis of the title and theme of this first novel about the war 
in the Pacific. The central character and interpreter of events is Ensign Montgomery 
Classen, newly commissioned intelligence officer who arrives at Pearl Harbor in the 
wake of the attack and is assigned to the translation of captured Japanese documents 
and the occasional interrogation of high-ranking prisoners. But his job is a bureau- 
crat's and is more circumscribed by typing instructions than essentials, except for 
those occasions when he accompanies the island-hopping landing forces, to the Aleu- 
tians, the Philippines, finally to Iwo Jima. His part in the war is almost as long 
as the Pacific war itself, reaching its ironic finality in a kamikaze or suicide at- 
tack. The book is crowded with detail: Classen's tender but impossible affair with 
a Japanese-Korean nurse stationed in Hawaii; the frantic, between-battles partying in 
Hawaii; the war's inevitable eccentrics- Bulflash, "the rich man's Ernie Pyle", Major 
Begel, Yale historian out to win a wartime name for himself; and various other repre- 
sentatives of humanity's more dramatic qualities. Utterly convincing, if not entirely 
engaging, The Mountain and the Feather does represent a considerable achievement.

Cacti Included 


Succulents are plants that store water in the stems or leaves and cacti are 
only one family among many included. Cultivation, soil, potting, watering, propaga- 
tion, pests and diseases, forming a collection - these topics are covered in the 
opening chapters. The author then goes on to the main body of her text:- succulent 
plants in cultivation, and here the grouping is by environmental demands rather than 
plant families. In this book, she deals largely with conditions in and near London. 

In the United States, temperature zones, climate, soil, atmospheric conditions, etc. 
& provide a much wider opportunity for outdoor cultivation. Even New England includes 
many succulents in rock gardens, so the application of advice is not always comparable. 
However, the charting and descriptive data are excellent, and the index to plant names 
with the family breakdown, allows for good cross reference.

FRANCE AND ALGERIA $3.00 


Algeria: The Realities, published here in 1958, was an analysis of the political 
and economic interdependence of France and Algeria, presenting the case against Algerian 
independence, mainly from an economic viewpoint. The articles published in this book are 
restatements and clarifications of Mme. Tillion's position written in response to various 
developments in the Algerian crisis since the publication of her earlier book. The article 
entitled “omplementary Enemies is an impassioned plea for some kind of formula of associa- 
tion between the two countries, no matter what form it may take. Test:mony for a Man Con~ 
dennei to Jeath is her evidence read at the third trial of Saadi Yacef (who was condemned 
to death but later saved by de Gaulle's general amnesty). Articles written during 1960 are 
concerned with France's problems of de-colonization; the emergence of modern Algeria and 
the basis of the crisis; and various stages during the period of trouble. Mme. Tillion's 
earlier book received respectful attention for its reasonableness; France and Algeria is 
a more eloquent book. Translation by Richard Howard.

Kursh, Harry Prentice-Hall 
THIS IS ALASKA $4.95 


A survey of our largest state (with the smallest population) gives Outsiders 
a chance to look at statistics on, and known facts about, all phases of life on the "last 
but most comfortable" frontier. Data on the climate and geography is given by regions; 
who are the people and where and how they live is followed by an economic profile of living 
costs and standards of living; material on how to get a job comes next while the housing 
situation is its successor. Chapters on health and education, land acquisition, agriculture 
and business potentials terminate in the part the defense forces have in the total picture, 
in the excellence of hunting and fishing and with a guide to 24 cities and towns from 
Anchorage to Valdez. Appendix matter covers schools and hospitals, chambers of commerce, 
press and broadcasting, aircraft operators, wages, and there are lists of sources of infor- 
mation and an annotated bibliography. This emphasizes the dynamic spirit of the 48th state 
and should be useful to those who are thinking of living there; it should also be valuable 
as a current reference.

Cargill, Oscar Macmillan 
THE NOVELS OF HENRY JAMES $7.50 


Professor Cargill's book (he is Chairman of the Dept. of English at New York 
University) is essentially a scholar's book which predicates familiarity not only with 
the works of Henry James but with the tremendous body of criticism they have occasioned. 
It is as much a commentary on the commentators of James as on James himself, and each 
chapter, a discussion piece of the individual novels, is footnoted with as many as 60 
references to the various opinions and interpretations that have been voiced, more 
often in rebuttal than agreement. This makes it difficult for anyone save the most 
serious scholar to evaluate Cargill's own assessment of the novels- although he does 
provide his judgments as well as the circumstances attendant on the writing of the 
novels and their publication, the literary sources and affiliations, the intent, the 
achievement. For the general reader, it will be far from the creative criticism of 
the dean of modern Jamesian appreciation- Leon Edel (whom Cargill does consider the 
"best informed"). 


Masur, Gerhard Macmillan 
PROPHETS OF YESTERDAY $8.50 


Prophets of Yesterday is a cultural history of 60 years preceding the first 
World War. If Masur, a German and now a U.S. citizen, is attempting a thematic 
history in the Spengler or Toynbee manner, to explain the explosions of the 20th 
century, he is unsuccessful. It seems virtually impossible to fathom his overall 
concept. On the other hand, his pem portraits of key figures of this period are 
brilliant. For a good example, read his summing up of the Spanish thinker, Miguel 
de Unamuno, or Stefam George, German symbolist. Sometimes his choice of formative 
or typical figures seems capricious. Why, for example, in an intellectual history, 
select Oscar Wilde, while omitting many outstanding theologians and scientists. With 
discretion this book can be used as a reference book on individual figures; but as a 
comprehensive thesis it leaves much to be desired. Masur has published cther his- 
torical works, the chief one being a life of Simon Bolivar. But this book of broader 
Scope seems alien to his gifts. (LC:61-9729)

Lardner, John Simon & Schuster 
Kahn, Roger-£d. THE WORLD OF JOHN LARDNER $4.50 


Until his recent death at the age of 47, John Lardner, the son of Ring 
lardner, was a columnist for Vewsweek magazine, a sports writer, and a journalist 
whose speciality was often the profile. This is a collection of articles written be- 
tween 1942 and 1959 including war correspondence from Anzio and Iwo Jima. There are 
profiles of Alvin C. Thompson, the gambler, Charles A. Lindbergh, the mythical Stanley 
Ketchel, middleweight boxing champion in 1910; and articles on Ed Sullivan, the special 
language of radio-television, the Fullmer-Robinson fight in Chicago, baseball players, 
cockfighting; and finally, an unfinished history of Jrinking in America, The various 
pieces collected here are written in a direct and clear style and are characterized by 
@ special quality: regardless of the particular subject it seems that they are meant 
to be representative of something larger - an era, an attitude, or a way of life. And 
it is this characteristic which gives the articles their primary interest and also 
provides an insight into the mind of the writer. John Lardner had many fans to whom 
this book should prove of interest.

AIR BOMBARDMENT $5.00 


Beginning with Sindbad the Sailor's mythical story of how two giant roc — 
birds sank a ship with stones, man's mind has focussed on the possibility of aerial 


bombardment. This volume tells the ‘story of that awesome dream, how it came into 
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reality in the early Twentieth Century, and how terribly rapid has been the development 

of the bombing plane. Although the author was a high-ranking officer in the RAF, he 

tells the histories of other air forces fairly and well. Some of the most interesting » 
. chapters deal with the early trials and failures of the bombing plane, through World 

War I. Then come sections on the geo-political importance of the new weapon---General 

Mitchell's dramatic use of it against sea power---and finally the overpowering role the 

bomber played against Germany, Italy, and Japan in World War II. The author, who writes 

with extreme clarity, briskness, and precision, ends with considerations of today's bombers 

versus rockets.

Frost, Raymond St Martin's Press 
THE BACKWARD SOCIETY $5.00 


Report repeated from page 183 of the February 15th bulletin, when scheduled for 
earlier publication, as follows: "Focusing the harsh light of economic analysis upon the 
problems of underdeveloped countries, Frost illuminates the probability that the law of 
diminishing returns as applied to agriculture has been indefinitely suspended. Using Adam 
Smith's theories as a springboard, he jeers at the current application of Keynesian labor 
economics to the backward nations' unemployment problems. Frost's frequent failure to 
identify the locale of specific economic situations he discusses hampers the reader in 
orienting Frost's information into the framework of his own knowledge. Apart from such 
minor stylistic drawbacks, however, the overall treatment is sound. His explanations of 
fiscal and monetary influences, inflationary tendencies, and investment functions are 
generally clear enough to be understood even by those whose knowledge of economics is ru- 
dimentary. He takes an incisive stand for population control and more thoughtful economic 
planning, and he brings an overt rationale to bear upon historic concepts of the division eo 
of land, labor, and capital. Briskly he has pinpointed the causes of some of the worst 
financial headaches in the modern world." (LC:61-6697)

Delf, George Doubleday 
JOMO KENYATTA $3.95 


The story of Jomo Kenyatta of Kenya is as exciting and strange as any fictional 
mystery. A monument more than a man, nearly 70 years of age, Kenyatta is scheduled for 
possible release from imprisonment this year. The mystery lies in the dual nature of the 
hero who spent 16 years, from 1929 to 1945, as an erudite anthropologist in England, and 
then long after his return to Africa appeared as the front of the wild Mau Mau movement 
with its "killing oath". George Delf probes the mystery of the man, which is closely akin 
to the strange dual nature of the Kikiyu people of Kenya who have been both friendly and 
violently hostile, and who turned that way- perhaps- from the clumsy, insensitive treatment 
of white settlers. Mr. Delf's book is short and more illuminating accounts may yet be 
written to bring Kenyatta to life, but every page is important and interesting.

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Smith's book is entertaining as can be, with the reader skimming along with him 
over roof tops, cow pastures, and the long, grey stretches of treacherous polar 
ice.

A GIRL AND FIVE BRAVE HORSES 


A rather exceptional story of an apparently nerveless girl, her passion for 
horses, and the accident-prone profession to which it led- a diving horse act- from 
a watertower- from the time when, at 19, her mother answered an ad to join a Dr. 


Carver's carnival. Carver himself, an impressive figure out of the West, 84 and 
autocratic, taught her the business and she was more of a daughter to him than his 


own until his death at 87. Marrying his son, Al, they brought the act up to Atlantic 
City where a dive resulted in the detachment of her retinas- and total blindness, at 
27. With even more courage now, she became altogether self-sufficient, adjusted to 
her sightlessness, and returned to the act- riding blind for 11 years and refusing 
to let the fact be known to the public....It's quite a story, and along with its 
special sphere of human interest, commands admiration. (LC:61-9486) 


Chichester, Francis Doubleday 
ALONE ACROSS THE ATLANTIC $h .50 


A noted English flyer, map maker, and yachtsman, tells- in the form of a 
detailed log- the story of his 40 day crossing of the Atlhantic in the 40-foot sailboat 
Gypsy Moth III. The purpose of the voyage was a transatlantic race, held in June, 
with several English boats, manned only by their skippers, participating. Chichester's 
account is an intimate one. He tells of working the sails alone, navigating, listening 
to the radio, taking tea or whiskey after a long stretch on deck. The most valuable 
part of his account is not of sailing itself, or of the vast, lonely sea, but of the 
hardships of one man doing the work of several. In so performing this feat he proves 
what one man, if he were forced to by adversity, can do. Unfortunately the writing 
tends to the dull side, as does much of the narrative itself. Probably a book of 
interest more to sailors and yachtsmen than to the average reader. Illustrated.

Kaufman, Walter Doubleday 
THE FAITH OF A HERETIC $4.95 


The philosopher's task is to probe and explore a question through to its 
bitter end with whatever knowledge and analytical powers are at his disposal. Walter 
Kaufman has spent a lifetime since his conversion to Judaism at 11 to the evolution 


of his own brand of "heresy", microscopically examining the substance of all religions, 


only to reject orthodox belief in its entirety and to replace it with a philosophy 

that should be of vital interest to anyone who has dared travel down similar paths. 

His opposition to theology (as differentiated from religion) is based on a thorough 
analysis of the Old and New Testaments, on the functions of organized religion, and 

on an intriguing interpretation of the legacies of Jesus, Luther and Schweitzer. As 

a "heretic", he refuses to label "irrelevant" those facts which happen to be "incon- 
venient" to fashionable belief or to view morality only within the context of organized 
religion. In his treatise on Morality, he proposes a list of four "cardinal virtues" 
expounding the "tragic virtues" inrelation to Freud's legacy. From the philosophers 
Kant, Kierkegaard, Tillich, Heideger), from the great literary figures, (Shakespeare, 
Tolstoy, Camus), from the psychological masters (Freud, Fromm) from the original 
writings of the Greeks, the Pharisees, the Prophets, Jesus, the Disciples, a man of 
profound scholarship has attempted to integrate the truth of man into a working 
philosophy. Inherently controversial, one man's "quest for honesty" probes the blind 
spots of another's unquestioning Faith.

It is difficult to pinpoint the very definite charm of this very British book. 
For some readers its Britishness will be a hurdle - not because of the locale, which is 
pleasantly nostalgic in its assumption of familiarity with London, Southeast England, the 
Midlands and in particular Durham and Leicester; but because of the British mores,- the 
revolutionary defiance of accepted codes as Mrs. Williams dares to wear slacks and to go 
without a hat, even after she becomes "the bishop's wife", the doing without a kitchen 
Staff, the choice of mountain climbing instead of church organizations as a passionate 
dedication, etc. Cicely Williams was brought up in a churchly atmosphere - rectories were 
no novelty to her, church music she knew long before secular music. Holidays were hardly 
earned through selling pieces to various ladies' magazines - and by holidays she meant ww 
Zermatt and climbing. It is a delightful family portrait, a warm and loving picture of a 
happy marriage, a generous tribute to friendship in many guises. The years of the war, 
when her husband, Ronald, held a chaplain's post in the Administration and she drove through 
London's bombed streets and carried official papers and VIP's, proved part of a period of 
growth. A gradual acceptance of the challenge of her husband's calling was another facet. 
And the long battle with fear and sorrow during his desperate illness as was a third side of 
the triangle. For the rest- life was set in pleasant ways. Not everyone's dish - nor 
evenly entertaining, but honest, revealing and different.

Davis, Curtis Carroll Bobbs-Merrill 
THE KING'S CHEVALIER $7.50 


The obvious result of years of research, this is a lengthy biography of the 
little-remembered Lewis Littlepage, the brilliant 18th century American foreign agent, 
opportunist and diplomat who became the advisor and personal envoy of King Stanislas of 
Poland. Originally from an impoverished family, always in need of money, pocket-sized and 
handsome, Littlepage lived largely on his wits and charm and was befriended by the great, 
met royalty, was Franklin's interpreter, and knew John Paul Jones. In 1785 he became a 
member of-the court of Stanislas and.as "secret and special envoy" traveled to many 
countries. He took part in the Polish Revolution and saw the Partition of Poland. In 
1801, having managed to acquire something like a fortune, he returned to America to die 
there in 1802 at the age of 40. This is a disappointing book, top heavy with detail and 
often sloppily written. It is however valuable for its account of a brilliant and devious 
American diplomat of the'period and’ of the men and women he knew. Too long for the general 
reader. Excellent bibliographical and biographical notes, index, etc.

Vaughn-Thomas, Wynford Holt, Rinehart & Winston 
ANZIO $5 .00 


"This is a bastard of a place", said an English Tommy on the beachhead of 
Anzio, Italy. And indeed it was, especially to the 18,000 men wounded and 4,400 
killed there in the early months of 1944. This book tells their story. It tells of 
how the landing was made in hopes of cutting across to Rome and splitting the German 
Army in two. It tells of how that hope failed, and of how the invading force was 
pinned down by those same Germans to a helpless, slogging, stalemate of a trench 
fight highly reminiscent of World War I. The author, a former BBC correspondent, was 
an eyewitness. Now, armed with staff information, maps, German accounts, and the: 
perspective of history, he does a first-rate job in recreating the struggle. The 
heroes are not of Greek stature. American General Lucas (later replaced) is shown 
as tough and well-intentioned, but not up to the terrible task of command. It shows 
Kesselring over on the other side, an invisible terror, striking, withdrawing, 
striking like a ghost again. The fact that. the Allied force’ at Anzio was able to 
withstand the German onslaught at all, thus diverting the enemy from the southern 
Italian front, is a credit to man's stamina under fire. Illustrated. (LC:61-5210) 


Epton, Nina , World 
LOVE AND THE ENGLISH $5.00 


Love and the French, published in 1960, was praised for its judicious 
blending of scholarship and wit. Love and the English, written, the author claims, 
in defense of neglected love and forgotten lovers, maintains the balance of the 
earlier book, proving to be both informative and entertaining. Nina Epton begins her 
study of English amatory habits in Anglo-Saxon times and, drawing on a rich amount 
of contemporary sources, traces English attitudes towards women, courtship, liaisons, 
marriage, down to the present. She deals with love's most devoted servants, relying 
on their diaries and letters, during the independence of the Renaissance, the splendor 
of the Elizabethan era, and the courtliness and romanticism of the 17th and 18th 
centuries. She characterizes each era with some special attitude toward love; the 
20th century she calls simply "the age of sex". It is in discussing the modern scene 
that Miss Epton is at her most personal and serious: she feels that the English are 
a deeply romantic people but that this quality is often hidden by their down-to-earth- 
ness and attention to fact; but she also feels that the modern English marriage could 
do with a lot more spice. This could hardly be said of her own book though she is by 
no means frivolous.

The country, the founders, the history, the program of instruction, the 
practices, rituals, doctrines, creeds and philosophies of nine faiths are presented 
so that their great heritages are evident.

Glazer, Nathan Harcourt, Brace ow 
THE SOCIAL BASIS OF AMERICAN COMMUNISM $5.50 





This book covers another aspect of the Fund for the Republic's study on Commu- 
nism in American Life - the membership of the American Communist Party. The author des- 
cribes those groups which were the chief targets of Communist recruiting efforts and the 
groups from which the Party got its greatest response. He deals with the Party's influence 
chronologically: the old Socialist elements from which the early members of the C.P. were 
drawn; the immigrant workers who made up the greater part of the Party during the twenties; 
the Party's efforts to recruit native born workers and to capture the trade unions; the 
middle class and professional groups that became prominent during the thirties and forties; 
and the efforts to recruit the Negroes - which was most intense after World War II. He 
concentrates on the period from the middle thirties to the middle fifties, during the 
Party's greatest size, when it was most influential among intellectuals and professionals 
and when it was heavily Jewish. Glazer spends some time analyzing the Jewish membership 
of the C.P. and decides that the claims of the Party appealed to American Jews because of 
their general liberal and, in part, socialist orientation. Finally, he concludes that 
Communism made its greatest inroads among those who allied themselves with the poor and 
oppressed; where it could most appeal to ideology, for example, ‘among the Socialists; and 
where it could work through existing organizations, such as the trade unions. A thoughtful 
and valuable addition to the Fund's Series.

THE HOWL OF THE MALEMUTE $3.95 


A winter in Unalakleet, on the Bering Sea, is the subject of this account which 
is filled with stories of the Machetanz' friends and neighbors there and of the documentary @ 
this juvenile author-illustrator pair made of the life of sled dogs, from puppyhood on to 
the training for the final team work. With their Seegoo siring a litter and with the other 
dogs to be worked into the team, they had a‘roller coaster of. problems - of water, wood, 
food - and housing - before the picture even started. There was the building of the sled, 
and the freeze-up; there were many social occasions and plenty of time for visits and 
yarning; and there was always the necessity to train the dogs with the hope that Seegoo 
would become a good leader. The Eskimos - as friends and actors- adults and children, were 
very much a part of the daily life, and blizzards, sickness and accidents made for a close 
relationship by the time the film was finished. It's a lively record of a project and a 
vivid closeup of sub-Arctic Alaskan living.

Moffat, Gwen Houghton Mifflin 
SPACE BELOW MY ‘FEET $5.00 


An offhand chronicle of Gwen Moffat's unpredictable life- and precarious passion, 
mountain climbing, begins when at 21, after three years in the A.T.S., she deserted, went 
on the road with some casual acquaintances, and learned to:climb in Wales. Aware that she 
only "wanted adventure, freedom, rejection of authority", she travelled here and there 
with different companions, married Gordon Moffat for a time, had a little girl, chafed at 
any curtailment of her activities, and left her husband (permanently) and her little girl 
(temporarily- farmed out in school and with her mother) to return to the continent and 
climb in the Swiss Alps and the Delomites. Always short of money, she took odd jobs (a 
season in the theatre), wrote, teamed up with Johnnie whom she eventually married, and 
finally achieved some sort of financial reward from her avocation by qualifying as an a 
accredited guide (she is the first woman to do so)... A rather exceptional story of an 
exceptional girl- easier to admire than to like- and a candid, casual account of a vagrant 
committed only to the excitement, and terror, of high places.

Bell, Thomas Atheneum 
IN THE MIDST OF LIFE $4.50 


An unsentimental journey- through the last two years of a life that ended at 
58 - this is a different sort of record, and one that could not be recommended for 
inspirational or uplifting reading. Thomas Bell- author of 4ll ?rides Are Seautiful, 
etc.,- is told that he has an inoperable malignant tumor, and in this his final book, 
records his thoughts and some of his memories, his changing philosophy of life-and 
death, and the effect on his emotions of his deteriorating physical being. One puts 
together bits and pieces to form a fairly rounded impression of the whole man - reas- 
onably comfortable on the proceeds of his writing and the stationery store he and his 
wife own, living in a California town within sight and sound of the sea, fond of his 
family and his in-laws, and finding that he has more friends than he realized. There 
is little of corrosive self pity on morbidity- merely a natural reluctance to face the 
fact of death. There is a kind of faith in the belief that the new standard of honor 
for Americans, the new ideal, should lie in the honesty of the creative impulse and | 
the integrity of the fine mind - and that in feeling himself one of the group of 
artist-intellectuals, he is not dissatisfied with his role. Many reading his book 
will seize upon the moments of matter-of-fact courage, many will miss the faith in 

another life and regret the rejection of belief in any God. But all will sense some- 


thing of value in recorded moments. And wonder how much more another might have made 
of them?

Cochran, Bert Macmillan 
THE CROSS OF THE MOMENT $5.00 


The author takes a gleomy glance at America today and finds, as others have 
\ done, a lack of a sense of history or purpose, an aimlessness, an apathy that strikes 
him as a "queer and unhealthy" change from the high tension of the '30's. Much of the 
book is devoted to a contrasting of the two eras. In support of his points, Cochran 
uses as authorities virtually everyone from Moses to Norman Mailer. Fortunately, he 
interweaves his quotes- however many- effectively into the text. Nevertheless, the 
book has a disjointed air as the author's eye roves over a field ranging from laissez 
faire capitalism to the Beat Generation. He suggests that the nation ought to re- 
capture the world revolution leadership it has lost to the Russians, for which "we are 
+ spectacularly placed". He argues that our Jeffersonian rhetoric, our pluralistic ways, 
our democratic traditions in combination with rock and roll, Coca Cola, and mass culture 
are a proved formula to excite the blood of urban man the world over, were they attached 
to a generous attitude and a viable perspective for a world integration. And he main- 
tains that a lessening of the power of the U.S. business community and a growth of 
government planning will be essential to the task of resuming world leadership. (LC; 61-

My favorite guide and mentor in Spain now provides another Spanish adventure in 
writing of his travels and observations in Peru. (Actually his journey took him back via 
Cuba, Colombia, and Central America, Guatemala, Yucatan - and this second part of his book 
holds as much fascination as the first.) Despite a somewhat involuted style, he manages 
to convey sharp impressions- visual and sensual, to give one a feel of the people, of the 
past and present, and of the impact on the travelers of what they are seeing and experiencing. 
A stay-at-home North American - or one whose travels have been in Europe largely - will feel 
somehow chagrined that such richness of past civilizations, ancient wonders, dramatic beauty, 
and complete translation into "foreign" atmosphere is here, relatively unknown, in our own 
continent. The photographs - from varied sources- supplement a text in itself richly pic-

Dowdey, Clifford & Little, Brown 
Manarin, Louis H-Ads. THE WARTIME PAPERS OF R. E. LEE $12.50 





The importance of this selective collection of the papers of R. E. Lee lies in 
the rounding out of the portrait of a great man and great general, only too often shown 
as coldly impersonal and interested primarily in his own Army of Northern Virginia. For 
with the inclusion of the hitherto unpublished personal letters to an extensive family, 
Lee shows a very warm and human side, he writes often in terms that give the background 
of his acceptance of the inevitability of the final defeat, and honestly of some of his 
problems in the ambivalent position he held, the lack of authority outside Virginia, and sd 
the rejection of his advice. His official papers are concerned primarily, one might feel, 
with the organization of the army, the maintenance of its strength in face of desertions, 
the coordination of action with other forces, the desperate attempt to sustain the physic- 
al condition with lack of food, supplies, clothes, equipment and horses. Through four 
years of war he is known to have written some six thousand letters, reports, communications- 
and more are sure to turn up. One sixth of the total have been selected for this collection. 
The major phases of the war are set in perspective by introductory editorial material. 
Despite its importance for serious students of the Civil War, this book is unlikely to 
appeal to the general public. (LC:61-5737)

THE SHADOW OF THE DAM ¥)2) $5.00 

'A British writer who went to the valley of the Zambesi in East Africa to report 
on a huge new dam built there found a totally unexpected story upon his arrival. It was 
what was happening to the primitive Tonga tribe--estimated at 60,000--who were being driven 
from the valley by the 175 mile long lake which was formed there by the dam. These people 
were simple, uneducated, and could exist only on the farming and hunting crafts they had 
developed during hundreds of years in that area. The story of how the British government 
had to persuade them to move, how the government men themselves fought over the proper ap- 
proach to the painful task, and how the removal of the Tonga finally led to riots, and to 
the tragic shooting of eight natives, is a kind of parable of our times. Nowhere could 
the advances of civilization on a primitive, childlike people be illustrated so dramatically 
---or pathetically. The book ends on the trying resettlement problems faced by the Tongas, 
defeated by water and bureaucracy.

CITIZEN HEARST $6.00 


This colorful yet careful biography of William Randolph Hearst does more 
to clarify that man, and the "yellow journalism" he started, than anything written 
to date. From "Willie's" birth in 1863 to fabubously wealthy parents (his miner 
father later became a senator) to his assumption of control of the San Francisco 
sxaminer, then the New York Joury1l, to his intervention in the Cuban situation which 
led to the Spanish-American War, to his political intrigues, fights with Joseph 
Pulitzer, and screaming anti-trust ‘clash, the story is as rich a slice of Americana 
as one could find in this century.. All the less well-known, or distorted facts about 
Hearst---his spell as a Congressman, his business affairs, his long relationship to 
actress Marion Davies-- are examined too. Through all of it, this megalomaniac, this 
showman, this man who built a castle at San Simeon, with his 30 automobiles, a 
flying field, and a zoo attached, is treated to a most penetrating analysis. How 
Hearst finally fell from power around 1940, gradually declining in California until 
his death in April of 1951, becomes a study of changing, possibly maturing American 
attitudes. Exciting, fast-moving, with real sense of character, and always aided by 
an — sense of American history and mores.

Doblhofer, Ernst -" Viking 
VOICES IN STONE *]2° $6 .00 
This is a history of the patient, painstaking decipherment of the earliest 
written words of ancient civilizations by the many archaeologists, antiquarians and 
cryptologists who worked for years to reveal the riddles of centuries. As such, it 
covers much of the same material which P.E. Cleator's Jost Languages, now to appear 
on the John Day list, (p. 392) also surveys. The books are so similar that they may 
well present a conflict. A few superficial distinctions can be made: Dr. Doblhofer, 
a Viennese archaeologist, is a working scientist in this field to which he has devoted 
a lifetime: his research of fellow researchers is perhaps more extensive, while Cleator 
is perhaps clearer and simpler to follow. From the differentiation between the 
earliest forms of writing (pictograms, ideograms, etc.) to its development, the history 
of decipherment continues through Champollion's major breakthrough of the Egyptian, 
to the various cuneiforms- Persian, Mesopotamian, Assyrio-Babylonian, Akkadian, 
Sumerian, on to the seemingly inviolate Hittite hieroglyphs, the Cypriot syllable 
script, the Creto-Mycenaean Linear, and finally the challenges of tomorrow- the still 
undeciphered Etruscan writings, those of Easter Island, the most difficult scripts of 
the Indus Valley... Many photographs and identifying diagrams (400 line drawings), 
bibliography and index.

* The poet (fxiles and Marriages (1955 Lamont Poetry Selection) and ‘he ‘ark 
Houses (1958)) displays an affecting picture of New Hampshire and a dying way of life, 
seen through the years he spent with his grandparents during the summer. Through his 
grandfather's stories he learns of ancestors, relatives and neighbors, of the lives 
of casual waste; through the boy's eyes are loving views of the geography and topogra- 
phy of the country and the orderly life of a farm; there are experiences with the 
animals, a day of blueberrying and a sense of sanctuary. The boy grows older and

Maraini, Fosco Viking 
KARAKORAM: The Ascent of Sasherbrum IV $10.00 


* High ranking in the annals of mountaineering is this superb account of the 
Italian team's ascent of the problem peak, Gasherbrum IV, in the summer of 1960. This 
has a flair characteristic of the French and the Italians - quite different from the 
more sober, under-dramatized reporting of the English. And yet one has no sense of 
hyperbole, just a sensitivity to the beauties, an awareness of the perils, an acceptance 
of the emotional tensions involved. Maraini, gifted historian, raconteur, photographer - 
and no mean climber himself, gives a quality of vitality and hazard to the daily drama of 
the record. There is another factor, unique in stories of individual ventures- and that 
is the broad sweep of knowledge of the ethnic history of Baltistan, the chronology of 
successive ventures in the western Himalayas, the paralleling of the American climb of 
Gasherbrum I and the Japanese on Chogolisa undertaken almost simultaneously. Good ad- 
venture - good documentary - with photographs, charts, diagrams and maps- well over one™~* 
hundred of them.
